their wives are employed.

regulations authorize registrars to 
call for military training any mar- 
ried man who is not maintaining 
his wife or children, or is not mak- 
ing a reasonable contribution to 
their support. Since all married 
men born in the year 1913 or later 
are already designated for military 
service, 
only to certain married men born 
in any of the years 1906 to 1912, in- 
clusive. 

The selective service director 
said-it was not the intention to 
call up a married man simply be- 

cause his wife is in employment 
even where she maintains herself 
or contributes to the maintenance 
of their household.

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Carelessness 


The Edmonton police did well to issue a 
general warning against the careless handl- 
ing of money and personal property. 

To leave purses, parcels and other small 
possessions lying around in public places 
is in the same category of recklessness as 
leaving business premises unlocked at 
night. 

As the police well know, there is too 
much of this sort of thing in Edmonton. It 
adds to the difficulties of an already short- 
handed department. 

But this carelessness has an even more 
unfortunate consequence. It results in the 
unnecessary temptation of people on the 
borderline of moral responsibility who, had 
the easy chance to steal not occurred, 
might have gone through life without an 
error of this sort. 

Many a youngster has succumbed to the 
temptation of a carelessly flung purse. And 
finding the first theft so easy, he has 
gradually developed more dangerous and 
aggressive criminal habits, 

People owe it to society to take adequate 
care of their money and possessions, 


Parliamentary Divorces 


Whether one believes or does not be- 
lieve in the institution of divorce ,it must be 
clear that parliamentary action to secure 
the dissolution of marriages is excessively 
clumsy and expensive. 

This appears to be the view of certain 
members of the Commons who are urging 
that the exchequer court take over the 
divorce business of those provinces (Que- 
bec and Prince Edward Island) which have 
no divorce law of their own. 

Whether or not the exchequer court is 
the proper body to adjust the marital 
troubles of these two provinces is of little 
concern to the people of Alberta. But it is 
of concern to the people of Alberta that the 
parliament, to whose upkeep Alberta peo- 
ple liberally contribute, must waste its time 
and dissipate its energies in such tasks. 

It seems to be a peculiar piece of rea- 
soning by which opponents of divorce in 
Quebec, for instance, justify a parliament- 
ary divorce and gag on the institution of 
Quebec divorce courts. For what can pos- 
sibly be the moral difference between a 
dissolution granted by parliament and a 
dissolution granted by a court? 

Canada’s parliament should be too busy 
governing the country to trifle with the 
marital woes of two provinces.

Bulgaria on the Spot 


On the eastern front the Nazi right wing 
has been knocked to pieces from the Pripet 
Marshes to the lower Dnieper, a distance 
of 300 miles. In the centre of this great 
sector the Russians have reached the Prut 
river and are driving into pre-war Ru- 
mania, 

The Ukraine has thus been virtually 
cleared of the enemy, and its fertile fields 
can be sown and reaped by their owners, 
for the first time since 1941, while its mines 
and industries are being restored to pro- 
duce equipment which the Red army has 
been obliged to get from abroad. These are 
the direct immediate material results, They 
make the victory the most important in the 
positive sense that the Russians have scor- 
ed in their whole splendid record. 

The southern sector of the eastern front 
has now shifted to Rumania. That satel- 
lite state was an early effiliate of Hitler. 
It was in part jockeyed into the Axis orbit 
by Rumanian Nazis, and in part coerced 
by fear of the Fuehrer’s vengeance. Its 
active army, one of the finest among the 
smaller states in Europe, has been buried 
from Stalingrad to the Caucasus. The hope 
of its people must be that the retreating 
Germans will not be able to make a stand 
anywhere in their country, and that they 
may thus escape the horrors which befall 
civilians in a combat zone. 

Bulgaria to the south is now on the 
anxious seat. It is the farthest of the Axis 
group from Germany. It has earned the 
enmity of every neighboring state. Alhed 
bombers are daily warning its people that 
they had better oust their Quisling rulers 
and surrender. The spectacle of Rumania 
can hardly fail to emphasize the point.

Up to Goebbels 


Those who expected Mr. Churchill in 
his Sunday broadcast to drop hints as to 
when or where the assault is likely to be 
launched upon the western coast of Hitler's 
empire were disappointed. He did not even 
stress the imminence of the attack. On all 
phases of that subject he left Dr. Goebbels 
to instruct the enemy. 

In his war review Mr. Churchill of 
course gave full credit to the Russians for 
the masterly way they have rolled back the 
eastern front almost to the starting line 
of 1941, and to the Americans for their 
splendid work in sweeping the Japs out of 
the south Pacific. As to the future he was 
customarily non-prophetic, except to re- 
affirm that in both theatres the tide of vic- 
tory is running against the Axis and will | 
in due time submerge the aggressors and 
their crimes and dreams. } 

One piece of information the Prime Min- | 
ister did present to Tojo, from which that | 
gentleman may not derive much comfort. 
A “powerful battle fleet” of British ships 
had been placed in Indian waters, to deal | 
with the Japanese battle fleet should it | 
hold aloof from the American forces in | 
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the Pacific and head into the Bay of Ben- 
gal. He omitted to say whether this 
“powerful” fleet is to remain in Indian 
waters or sail into the Pacific to help 
round up and dispose of the Japanese bat- 
tleships in their strategic hide-outs. 

Half the broadcast was devoted to hous- 
ing and other domestic policies by which it 
is planned to reconstruct conditions in Bri- 
tain when the war has been ended. The in- 
ference is permissable that in Mr. Chur- 
chill’s mind was the thought that the 
“circle of avenging nations” may crash the 
Hitler fortress sooner than is commonly 
supposed, and thus allow the whole 
strength of the United States and the Brit- 
ish Empire to be thrown against the 
“equally barbarous and brutal Japanese”.

Seven Japanese supply ships were sunk 
and two more damaged by British sub- 
marines, somewhere in eastern waters— 
exactly where, Tojo is left to wonder.

Russian air forces sank eleven Nazi 
ships in the Black Sea, which were evident- 
ly heading for the Crimea to evacuate any 
survivors of the German troops marooned 
there last fall. In the Southwest Pacific 
Allied bombers sank five Japanese ships, 
which were trying to carry reinforcements 
and supplies to Wewak, in New Guinea. 
The battles were half the world apart, but 
they grew out of similar circumstances and 
they resulted the same way. In each case 
the mission of the convoy was to relieve 
enemy forces which had been left behind 
when the tide of battle set in against the 
Axis. And in each case the marooned forces 
are still penned in, while the ships sent to 
help them are at the bottom of the sea.

“One of the big things required 
in the post-war world will be the 
removal of fear from the minds

In Edmonton on a tour of Canada 
to discover personnel for world 
service work and raise funds tu 
provide the budgets for 18 addi- 

tional war emergency world service 
work secretaries, Mr. Fowler said 
that the Y.M.C.A. is preparing it- 
self to work in close co-operation 
with the government in the world 
rehabilitation program, 

While the United Nations Relief 
and Rehabilitation Administration 
will provide relief, he said, “we 
will endeavor to locate former 
Y.M.C.A, leaders in each country 
and assist them in rebuilding their 
own Y.M.C.A, movements, 

“We feel that there will be tre- 
mendous need in addition to relief 
for the creation of international 
goodwill, and the Y.M.C.A. hopes 
to take a big part in co-operating 
with the national Y.M. move- 
ments all over the world and help- 
ing them to the extent that they 
want help.” 

Mr. Fowler said that at the pres- 
ent time the international Y.M.C.A, 
committee of Canada and the 
United States has 54 regular world 
service secretaries in 32 countries 
and 11 war service work secretaries. 


NEED MORE WORKERS 

However, he said, the far-flung 
battle fronts of the world require 
additional war service forces and 
we are planning to add 18 more war 
service secretaries to meet the 
needs of the armed forces of 
Allied nations.

Murder Charge 


Maintaining his innocence of 
the slaying of Karl N. Hemming- 
sen, Monday River district trap- 
per, Sam Desjarlais, sentenced 
to hang on May 31 for the mur- 
der, testified in supreme court 
Tuesday that his cousin, George 
Desjariais, had given him a 
“large bill to not report the kill- 
ing of the trapper.” 

George Desjarlais, Conklin dis- 
trict Cree Indian, went on trial for | 
the second time Monday on the} 
charge of murdering Hemmingsen 
at Monday River in November, | 
1942. He was convicted previously 
on this charge at the fall assizes 
here, but the appeal court ordered 
a new trial. 

The witness explained his failure 
to report the shooting of which he 
was an eye-witness by stating that 
he had been frightened of George 
and had been given a “large bill” 
to keep quiet. A $100 bill had been 
cashed by Sam on the N.A.R. train 
in payment of a rail ticket 

Sam told the court that George 
had shot the trapper twice with a 
gun owned by. the witness’ father. 
“[ did not kill him. I did shoot 
the dog, and. threw it away a little 
piece after George had told me to 
do it. I did not do any murder. 
George took the body and threw it 
in the river,” he testified. 

He said that George gave him $2 
after the shooting. He did not 
know where the money came from, 
and he denied that he had taken 
any of the furs found on the trap- 
per’s sleigh. 

NO AGREEMENT 


The witness said there was no 
agreement between himself and 
the accused to murder and rob the 
trapper. “It all happened very 
suddenly and I was surprised when 
George shot him,” he testified 

He said that when they started 
for their trap lines he did not know 
that he was going to see Hemming- 
sen, and during the trip to the lines 
there was no talk of robbery or 
murder. 

He said that just before the 
shooting George told him that he 
was going to shoot Hemmingsen, “I

The evil of any monopoly is in 
the power which is concentrated 
in the hands of those who control 
it. 

Suppose that you replace a priv- 
ate monopoly by a state monopoly, 
all you do is to replace one group 


of controllers by a more powerful 
group The state officials who 
would operate the nationalized in- 


dustries would have _ increased 
powers to dictate what should be 
produced, in what quantities it 
should be produced, by whom it 
would be produced, wh wages 
would be paid and what the price 
should be 

There would be no competitive 
effort because there would be one 
authority directing production, If 
you did,not like e kind of suit, 
or the dresses, or the shoes or the 
houses provided, it would be just 
too bad—for there can be no ap- 


peal from the state. 


If you did not like the condi- 
tions under which you were re- 
quired to work or the wages you 
were getting, you could not do 
much about it—for you would be 
a servant of the state and you 
would have no alternative but to 
accept the conditions which the 
state authorities imposed upon 
you.
